Week's Doings Tferou^ouf fte County. 


DOVLESTOWH. 


There has been 
considerable interest 


evoked here by a recent decision of (lie Su- 
preme Court in a trolley case, which will be 
ot equal interest to tlie people in tin lower 
end of the county from the fact that it is be- 
lieved that il is a parallel case with that of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company against 
the Newtown Trolley Company. 
The decis- 


ion referred to wus handed duwii iu a Dun. 
phiu County case, where a trolley company 
sought to crosb at grade, und upon a public 
highway, the trucks of a railroad, which is 
the cuse with the Newtown road, except that 
the latter does not wish to cross at grade, 
but beneath the bridge, under Ihe Cut-oil' 
tracks, near Langhorue. In speaking of the 
right to cross the Supreme CouVt says : 


"The Court below wus clearly right in 


holding that the owneiship of the laud iu 
fee by the appellant whereon rented its su 
perstructure nave it uo right to exclude sub- 
sequent grantees of the Commonwealth from 
the use of the highway or public loud which 
crossed it." 


The rest of the opinion deals with the mut- 


ter of grade crossing, iu which the lower 
Couit's decree was reversed. Judge Simon- 
ion, of the Dauphin County Court, had said 
in regard to owneiship of fee by the railroad, 
which is the chief point in the case iu this 
county, "that the plaintiff contends on the 
fuels that it has the right to prevent the de- 
fendant fiom classing its road at grade be- 
cause it is Ihe owner in fee of its right of 
way wheie the highway iu question cresses 
it. 
We do not so understand the silnation. 


The plaiutifi has only a light of wuy for the 
purpose of ita railroad, whether fee or ease- 


lent, and its crossing is upon a public high- 


way, to all the rightful uses of which its pro- 
perty is subject." 


This was affirmed by the Supreme Couit. 


Uoyleslown has another reuiurkuble well 


from which to obtain her wuter supply. 
It 


wus stated in the GAZETTE list week that a 
well with u flow of 195 gallons per minute 
had beeu struck, aud since that time another 
has been bored which is estimated to have a 
How of about 200 gallons. These are not the 
figuiesof ihe test, as the piping used was 
only 50 feet in length, but with the wells 
worked to fullest capacity the large flow 
named can undoubtedly be obtained. The 
residents of the town have hardly realized 
the significance of this stroke of good for- 
tune. It means that the 
purest water 


amounting to twice the daily consumption of 
the town bos been procured at a great depth. 
It can be conveyed to the reservoir without 
great expense to the boiough by means ol 
lifts operated without additional power or 
fuel. 
At a meeting held last evening Coun- 


cil decided to discontinue the well digging 
for u time.

It savors 
too mucb. of Ciitillian practices to be com- 
pelled to record inch an endless chain of 
glowing victories, w'hiek hare no apparent 
effect upon the enemy.

AIDER'S FAREWELL. 


General Russel A. Alger has seen fit to 


furnish the public with a farewell address 
in which he replies to the criticism made of 
his conduct of affairs iu the War Depart- 
ment. The ex-Secretary seeks to palliate 
his blunders by asserting that the army was 
suddenly increased fioin 26,000 to 275^000 
men and everything for the equipment of 
this great force, including tents, transporta- 
tion, medical supplies, camps and camp 
equipage, aud all that pertains to equipping 
an army for service, had to be manufactured, 
transported aud distributed for use. 


It is indeed true that there was a great 


burden thrown upon the Department. 
But 


it should be remembered that Secretary Al- 
gor had all-of the immense resources of the 
country upon which to draw, and unlimited 
funds lo pay for everything that was re- 
quired. 
There were comparatively 
few 


points of shipment and ample facilities for 
transportation. The whole trouble evolved 
from the fact that Alger failed to size up to the 
situation. With the means at his command 
there is no reason, save inoompetency, why 
trainloftds of freight should go astray, and 
soldiers sent to the tropical climate of Cuba 
with heavy woolen clothing while light sum- 
mer weights were lying in railroad yards. 
Nor should soldiers have been subjected to 
the pangs of hunger while box-cars were 
filled with all kinds of eatables. The mis- 
management displayed at the Montauk camp, 
right at the very door of one of the largest 
cities iu the world, will long be remembered 
to the discredit of Alger's administration. 
He says nothing iu reply to criticisms of the 
character of rations furnished the army in 
Cuba; of the meat which the commander of 
Philadelphia Battery said had to be buried 
upon receipt; the meat which Colonel Thee- 
doi e Roosevelt says was not fit for human 
food. 
He makes no excuse for the utter 


lack of hospital service when the men 
charged up San. Juan hill, and hundreds,of 
other "blunders.

The Governor sent the follow- 


ing communication to Mr. Ray: 


"1 desire to offer you the vacant Judge- 


ship. 
1 find that the opinion of the Judges 


and all tho leaders of the Bar is practically 
unanimous in your favor " 


In reply the Governor received tho follow- 


ing from Mr. Hay, dated July 27 : 


"Permit me to thank you most sincerely 


for the proffer, contained in your letier of 
July 25, of the appointment to the vacant 
Judgeship in the Supreme Court created by 
the death of that distinguished jurist, the 
Hon. 
David L. Follett. 1 have given the 


subject the most serious consideration, lor 
the declination of a position upon the 
Bench, when; the tenure is fourteen, years 
and the salary $7,200 per annum, saying 
noLhiug of the high character aud dignity of 
the position, involves too much when viewed 
from a, personal standpoint to be lightly or 
incousiderately made, 


"A sense of duly to my constituents, my 


State imd my countiy constrains mo, after 
due deliberation, to decline the protfeied 
honor and position at this time. 
1 havo ar- 


rived at this conclusion with great reluct- 
ance, for it has been Ihe ambition of my life 
.to reach a position upon the Bench in this 
high court of our State—an ambition that is 
laudable aud that can only be giatified, iu 
the few. 


"1 have had ten yeais' experience iu the 


Congress of the United Stales, and »t the 
November election of 1898 was re-elected to 
the Fifty-sixth Congress, which will assemble 
next December. The reiiominatiou and re- 
election wcio asked by me, and carry au 
implied if not mi express promise aud obli- 
gation on my part to faithfully perfoim the 
duties of Representative iu Congress, at least 
during the term for which I was then 
elected. 1 regard it my imperative duty to 
fulfill that obligation. It is true that an- 
other of equal or superior ability may take 
my place, but that successor must be want- 
ing in the experience so necessary to the 
proper discharge of the duties of a Repre- 
sentative in Congress. 


"The 
National Administration is con- 


fronted at the present time with new and 
perplexing problems growing out of our re- 
cent successful war with Spain, especially 
those relating lo the government of Cuba and 
the control of the Philippine Islands. With 
the legislative action necessary to solve these 
questions I have greater familiarity thau a 
uow member could have, and to a greater 
extent also am I familiar with the wishes 
and plans of the Administration, aud as our 
majority in the House is narrow I feel that 
the post of duty is the position I now oc- 
cupy. 
I cannot truthfully say that my de- 


clination of the position offered is not a per- 
sonal sacufice, but it is cheerfully made in, 
(.he full belief that the post of duly is uot 
that which brings the greatest emoluments or 
the longest tenure, but that which best 
serves our fellow men and our country." 


It is seldom that a imm with the high 


inorul sense of duty possessed by Mr. Ray is 
encountered. 
Election promises are usually 


made to be redeemed if it causes no iucou- 
venienco or personal sacrifice. 
Few men 


there are, ton, who would refuse a dignified 
position with an assured salary of $100,800 
because he believed his illy-paid services 
were required 
by 
the 
government 
in 


Congiess. 


There is no doubt whatever legarding the 


soundness of Mr. Ray's argument regarding 
the value of au old member in Congress. 
Any district whioh is reptesented in the 
Halls of Congress by a faithful, oapablemau 
should by all means see that such member is 
continued as long as he is willing to serve. 
The longer he is continued the more valuable 
will he become t'o the country aud his dis- 
trict. A green. Congressman is lost in Wash- 
ington. His word cariies but little weight 
aud his uufamiharity with procedure aud the 
natural neglect of which he ia suie to be the 
object, makes him of littk consequence in 
the nation's counsel.

PROPOSED ADMENDMENT. 


The following, wiitteu by the Norristowu 


correspondent of the Ambler Gazette, an able 
lawyer, is of interest to those who are con- 
cerned iu the proposed mandamus proceed- 
ings compelling the Secretary of State to ad- 
vertise amendments to the Constitution : 


An application has been made for a mand- 


amus to compel the secretary of the common- 
wealth to ceriify and have published certaiu 
proposed amendments to the constitution of 
Pennsylvania, approved by the lost legisla- 
ture iu a concurrent resolution, which was 
submitted to the governor for his approval or 
disapproval, under Section '26 of Article 3 of 
the constitution, which reads as follows: 
"Sec. 26. Every o'rder, resolution or vote to 
which the concurrence of both houses may 
be necessary, except on the quesiiou of ad- 
journment, shall be presented to the govein- 
or and before it shall lake effect be approved 
by him, or being disapproved, shall be re- 
passed by two-thirds of both houses accord- 
ing to the rulss and limitations prescribed in. 
case of a bill." 


Now this the legislature did, and this they 


had no occasion to do. If tliey were honest 
and in earnest they could have followed the 
directions of the constitution as clearly pre- 
scribed in Article 18, Section 1,_ relating to 
future amendments and has uuthing' to do 
with concurrent resolutions, viz : 


"Any amendment or amendments to this 


constitution may be proposed in the senate 
or house of representatives and if the same 
shall be agreed to by a majority of the mem- 
bers elected to each house such' proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be entered 
on therr journals with the yeas and nays tak- 
en thereon, and the secretary of the common- 
wealth shall cause the same to be published 
three mouths before the next general election 
in at least two newspapers iu every county, 
etc." 


When it comes up before the next- legisla- 


ture and they agree to the amendments they 
are again published by the secretary and such 
proposed amendments shall be submitted to 
the qualified electors three months afterward 
for approval or rejection. 


Now to every legal mind this is very plain. 


If the majority in each house recorded their 
votes in favor of the proposed amendments 
it was the duty of the bouse to send them to 
the secretary to be advertised. The governor 
had nothing to do with it. 
But the members 


of the legislature, either to shirk the re- 
sponsibility of the great cost and expense or 
through ignorance, passed a, resolution sub- 
mitting the question to the governor. 
Well, 


the governor, like a vast majority of the peo- 
ple of our state, is opposed to all amend- 
ments to the constitution' 
There is too 


much tinkering with the fundamental law. 
Teach men purer politics and belter morals 
and let the constitution alone. 
Some, people 


would amend the ten commandments every 
month if they had the chance. 
The legisla- 


tors did not approach the subject in a manly 
and constitutional way, 
It was their plain 


duty to agree upon the amendments, record 
their votes by ayes and nays, and then let 
that be certified to the secretary for adver- 
tisement as provided by law. 
But they sub- 


mitted a joint resolution for approval under 
Article 8—and the governor coulfl not ap- 
prove it.

aboul what he has seeu. 
When he went 


with Colonel Uaiuer, of Idaho, to talk with 
the insurgent geuen', Mnxiliue, at his 
camp, aud also when he came b.ick fioui a 
jouiuey into the interior of Sulu, there were 
many efforts made to get at the results of 
his observation.

However this may be, it was uninliabitei 
i'or a long time, and it might be unin 
habited even now if a wide awake Anier 
ican skipper had not chanced to spy it 
one fine moimng a few years ago as lie 
was cruising in the Pacific. 


The name o£ the skipper is Captain 


Foster, and he is the commander, of a 
sailing vessel which plies between the 
orient and San Francisco. He was mak 
ing one of his-usual trips ou the day 
when he landed at Marcus island, anc 
the result seems to show that be was t'ul 
ly justified in going for a few hours ou 
of his usual course. True, he found the 
island uninhabited and barren, but then 
he was shrewd enough to see that r 
might prove of considerable value in the 
future, and consequently, as there was no 
evidence that any one owned it, he deter 
mined to take it iinder bis own protection 


Having arrived at this decision, he re- 


turned to his cabin and wrote a polite let- 
ter to James G. Blaiue, who was then 
secretary of state, informing him of hi 
new acquisition and requesting permis- 
sion to hoist the United States flag there- 
on. 
No American ever appreciated an 


adventurous deed more than Mr. Blaine 
and it did not take him long to send wore 
to the modern Robinson Crusoe that he 
was at full liberty to hoist the Unitec 
States flag from the most conspicuous 
peak of his new domain. This was wel- 
come news to Captain Foster, and a few 
hours after it reached him the stars and 
stripes were raised on the island, anc 
there they have waved ever since, not a 
single great power uttering a word of pro- 
test, but all, on the contrary, tacitly, if not 
openly, 
recognizing 
Captain 
Foster's 


ownership and the suzerainty of the 
United States. 


This Is not surprising, for until recent- 


ly no one except Captain Foster seems to 
have thought the island of any value. It 
is only five miles long and densely cover- 
ed with trees and shrubbery. A white, 
sandy beach surrounds it, and near its 
center is a knoll rising 200 feet above 
the sea. 
It is in 2i.4 degrees north and 


35i.2 degrees east and is near the track" 
of vessels plying between Honolulu and 
Yokohama, being 2,700 miles distant 
from Honolulu and on the direct route to 
Manila.—New York Herald. 


LOCAL MISCELLANY. 


A Day Ahead of the Almanac. 


An interesting circumstance incident tc 


Magellan's circumnavigation of the globe 
and dis.-overy of the Philippines is that 
every degree Magellan sailed westward 
added four minutes to his day until, 
wben he reached the Philippines, 
the 


difference in time amounted to about 10 
hours. 


Curious enough, this escaped the notice 


of all. Elcauo, the only captain who 
made the entire circuit, was not aware, 
"when he returned to the longitude of 
his depaiture, that his ship's logbook" 
was about a day behind "the time of the 
port his long continued westward course 
had brought him hack to. The error re- 
mained unnoticed also in the Philippines 
till 1844, when it was decided to pass 
over New Year's day for once altogeth- 
er." 


Thus it appeared that the Philippines, 


instead of lying far to the west of Spaiu, 
the direction in which the discoverers had 
sailed, might more propeily be spoken of 
as lying about eight hours east of Spain. 
'VVhen it is noon in Madrid, it is about 
8:20 in the evening in Manila and about 
7:10 in the morning at Washington.—Self 
Culture. 


Stone Telln Ancient Storle«. 


The wonder of ages has been settled by 


a fragment of bas-relief discovered in 
Egypt, which shows how the obelisks and 
other large monoliths were transported 
from the quarry to their site. The stone 
is depicted upright on a great galley, or 
vessel, which is being towed by a number 
of small boats alongside. 


The method of detaching a monolith 


from the mother rock is also explained 
by a semidetached block in one of the 
quarries nt Syene. 
After having been 


hewn clear on three sides, a deep groove 
was cut into the side still attached to the 
rock, and holes were pierced, into which 
dry wooden pegs were driven. The pegs 
were then wetted, and the wood in swell- 
ing broke off the monolith from the quar- 
ry.—Philadelphia Record.

Frank Dixon is lying at his home on 


Wood street, between^Mill and Market, alive 
in defiance of all the laws of nature. The 
upper pqrtiou of his body hi literally cut to 
pieces, the result of coming in contact with 
a razor in the hands of Ben Dodd. As" the 
patient exprfesses it his head is held on by 
stitches. 


On Monday evening Dixou, who is an in- 


dustrious colored man, and owns a horse aud 
cart and does odd jobs in hauling, went over 
on Spruce street to attend a social at tlie 
home of Julia Howard, given by the mem- 
bers of the congregation of tbe A. bL E. 
Church. Upon ncaring the place he was met 
by Mrs. Emma Johnson, who was coding 
from the church party, nnd was informed 
that the entertainment was over, and that 
the people had left. 
Dixon turned around 


and walked buck with his companion. Upon 
reaching the Johnson house he* was asked if 
be would couie in and get a drink of water 
Upon coming out Bon Dodd appeared from 
beneath a grape arbor aud held a short con- 
versation with 
Dixon and the Johnson 


woman. She said she was going across the 
street and Dodd wanted to know what she 
was going out at that time of night for. 
Dixon inquired what difference it made to 
him. One word led to another which finally 
resulted in Dodd drawing a weapon and 
making a slash at Dixon. Dixon being un- 
armed started to run out the back way with 
L is assailant after him, culling him at eveiy 
step. The instrument used was presumably 
a razor an£ the victim was slashed right and 
left over tlie head, down the side of ihe 
head, cutting the ear iu half and penetrating 
the drum, acioss the temple, around the 
neck, from the shoulder blade around under 
the arm, up and down both sides of the 
breast and across the chest and along the 
jawbone. 
Arteries were severed and the 


flesh hung iu ribbons. 
How the man ever 


lived to walk a mile in scarcu of surgical aid 
in such a terrible condition is an unsolved 
mystery. 


Dixon's cries of ''murder" and "he'p" 


brought William Hackett, George Ste'wart 
and Isaac Freeman to his assistance. When 
they arrived the would-be murderer had 
lied. 
With Ihe assistance of his companions 


Dixon walked from Spiuce stioet, near 
Buckley, to the residence of Dr. Wilson, and 
while standing on the porch of Ihe latter a 
pool of blood was shed. 
Dr. Wilson was 


not at home and tbe victim started and 
walked to the office of Dr. Groom, on Mill 
street, leaving a trail of blood, easily follow- 
ed, the entire distance. I)rs. E, J. and A, 
It. Groom went quickly to work and tied the 
severed arteiies aud sewed up the wounds. 
About sixty stitches were necessary to put 
the flesh together. 
Dr. Groom declares that 


considering the amount of blood lost it is a 
mystery how the man ever survived. 


A representative of ttie GAZETTE visited 


Dixon at his home yesterday, where he was 
resting quietly. 
He talked fieely and gave 


a straightforward account of the affair. lie 
said Todd came at bun so unexpectedly he 
had no opportunity to defend himself, and 
attributes the attack to jealousy, although, 
ha says, being a rnariied man himstlf and 
Emma Johnson a married woman, he had uo 
idea that when he slopped to quench his 
thirst he was arousing the jealous ire of a 
lurking savage. 
Dixon's wife showed tbe 


reporter her husband's clothes worn that 
night, which were cut in shreds. The left 
sleeve was hanging by a narrow stiip aud 
the collar nearly cut off. 


The injured man is resting as comfortably 


as could be expected, and it is expected that, 
with care, he will recover. 


Ben Dodd is a tough citizen of Hard 


Corner, Bensalem Township, who moved to 
Bristol some time ago aud has been living 
with his mother on Spruce street. 


Dodd was captured by Chief Saxton at 


Hard Corner yesterday evening and brought 
lo Bristol and placed ia. the steel cage. 
He 


was given a hearing before 'Squire Louder- 
bough at 9 o'clock this morning.
